Seventeen Persons, All Negroes, Lynched 
In The United States During Past Year 


( Associated Press)

WASHINGTON, March 
2f>—Sev­ 
enteen persons—all 
negroes— were 
lynched in the United States during 
1925, an ‘ncrease of one over the rec­ 
ord for 1D24, the Federal couHcil of 
Churches set forth today In its annual 
report on the subject. 
All the states in which the |ynch- 
ings occurred were not named direct­ 
ly, but the council put on its honor 
roll 38 commonwealths where 
no 
lives had thus been takn. It aleo saw 
an encouraging sign in the fact that 
in thirty-n ne cases officers of the 
law had prvnted mojb violence and 
that there had biedn a number of con­ 
victions of mob members. 
The report was prepared by 
tlie 
council’s comm ttee on race relations 
and the committee in an accompany­ 
ing statement declared ’mob law has 
thrown down the gaunt'et 
to 
the 
churches and all other organizations 
standing for law and order and justice 
through the courts.” 
The goal of achieving a lynchles* 
land in 1926 could not be reached be­ 
cause a lynch ng had occurred as ear­ 
ly as January the report added. 
Two unusual events were recorded 
in 1925. Texas for the first year s’neo 
the beginning of records in 1882 be­ 
ing free of lynching and Utah having j 
its first occurrene of the k nd smee 
1884. 
During the past year five states 
wh eh had previously been on the hon­ 
or roll, namely: Arkansas, Ohio, Vir- 
gir'a, Alabama and Utah, lost the'r 
places because of mob murder within 
their borders,” the committee dec’ar* 
sd. 
“Four states, Illinois, 
Kentucky, 
South Carolina and Tennessee ,which 
had been on the roll in former years 
were restored because the:r borders 


were/free of lynching in 1925**i$erv 
* The council’s roM of honor follows: 
States that have never had a record 
of a lynch ng: Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and 
Ver­ 
mont Additional states that have no 
record of a lynching since 1886; Con­ 
nect cut Maine and New Jersey.
